"The most objective social 
sdientist is the one who iden- 
tifies his vaiues at the outset," 
argued Richard Lobban, assis- 
tant professor of Anthropology 
and African Studies at Rhode 
island College, in a lecture 
given yesterday. Lobban's tall<, 
the first in a series sponsored by 
the Anthropology Student As- 
sociation, was entitled 'Anthro- 
pology and The Liberation of 

Lobban^^^^^iiS^^n an- 
thropologists who profess a 
laci^ of allegiances, biases, and 
subjectivity in the study of 
human society, .saying that 
"this professed, hypocritical 
objectivity will be the doonuofi 
anthropology." He added tnaf 
the so-called 'value free' an- 
thropologists had played a 



major role in the colonization 
and neo-colonization of Africa. 
"In both theory and practice 
some anthropological research 
Is essentially the intellectual 
offspring of côlbniàlist ' rela- 
tions which denied African, 
history and heritage, which 
were couched in narrow racism, 
which sought to develop the 
most expedient model of 'native 
administration', and which de- 
manded intelligence informa- 
tion about the socio-political 
' lives of subjugated peoples," he 
said. 

in relation to anthropology's 
role in the liberation of Africa, 
Lobban stressed three areas of 
inipprtance he feels are-neces- 
^kSary^itor^the continuation of 
^anthropology as a legitimate 
social science. The first Is to get 
rid of the term "tribe" in an- 



thropological analysis and to 
replace it with "class"; the 
second, to challenge the basic 
philosophic assumptions of an^ 
thropbtogists and their research! 
goaisl%nd|^ finally, he stressed 
, the need for anthropologists' to 
tal<e sides in regard to national 
liberation movements. "The 
problems of the African nations 
facing national reconstruction 
after the destruction of colonial- 
ism are too pressing to have 
Innocent bystanders— Just as a 
house on fire is not ex- 
tinguished by a social scientist 
studying 'fireman's behaviour 
under emergency conditions'.",

Public transit fare hike in store for Montrealers 

Montrealers may be in store for an, Increase In bus and metro, 
fares sometime in the near future. The municipal administration is 
justifying the possible hike with the claim that the collective 
agreement signed late last year with MUCTC garage mechanics 
and maintenance employees added $8 million to the Transit 
Commission's $106 million deficit. According to the city, two 
avenues are open: Increasing MUG taxes or making public transit 
more expensive for Its users. 

.The suburban mayors, who feel that the municipalities already 
contribute too much to the MUC, favour the latter alternative. 
According to Anjou Mayor Jean Corbeil, chairperson of the 
Conference of Suburban Mayors, a reasonable increase at this 
time would be Justifiable. The last fare hike In Montreal was 
imposed in October 1975 — which made^thls city's public transit 
at the time the most costly in North Aifnerica; 

MCM councillor Michael Fainstat considers the imminent.fare 
increase a regressive and destructive rnbve. It would be a gross 
Injustice on the part of the MUC administration to even think 
about hiking fares, says Fainstat. "If anything, there should be 
long-tèrm gradual reduction in bus and metro fares." He adds that 
an Increase might motivate Montrealers to boycott the public 
transit system. People on low or fixed incomes will be ttie ones 
most exploited by this regressive tax system, concludes Fainstat. 

According to councillor Arnold Bennett, the MCM will mobilize 
citizens and organizations to oppose the hike if the administration 
attempts to implement It. 

V Supreme Court upholds anti-democratic by-law 
The Supreme Court of Canada last week endorsed an MUC 
by-law which pernfiitsr the city'.exexutive/;^^^ to ban 

demonstrations, assemblies, gktheHngs or paracles. The majority 
opinion, which prevailed 6-3, separates the right of assembly from ' 
the freedom of speech — a constitutional guarantee. 
"Demonstrations are not a form of speech ; the right to hold public 
meetings is unknown to Engllsti law. Far from being a right, the 
holding of a public meeting may constitute a trespass against the 

urban authority.'! i...,t,.;.,vv ' 
■• The by-laivv was' den by the three-judge minority. 

According to Chief Justice Bora Laskin, it should "alarm free 
citizens because it may bar innocent assemblies." 

The by-law empowers the city executive to take "exceptional 
measures to safeguard the free exercise of civil liberties, to 
regulate the use of public domain and to prevent riots and other 
violations of order, peace and public safety." Through its police 
force, the city is authorized to outlaw meetings In any or ail p~arts 
of Montreal for a specified time. Offenders face prison terms of up 
to 60 days or fines of $100. The by-law was originally drawn up in 
1969 during an MUC police strike. - 

Lévesque denounces CP plan, Olympic Village 

According to Réné Lévesque, a proposed plan for the 
construction of a $150milllon shopping centre on Canadian 
Pacific's Angus Shops site in Rosemont would be catastrophic for 
local business. Although the PQ government will examine-rr 
possible solutions to the problem, Lévesque suggested -that^ 
condldates running for municipal council this November In the 
civic election should be confronted by residents. Merchants in the 
area have denounced the project saying that many businesses 
would be hurt, and others exterminated. " ' 

Lévesque also spoke to senior citizens in Rosemont this week 
confirming their^ suspicions that they are victims of a number of 
lri]usticest;in|such'iare as housing. Lévesque. referred to the 
$80,000 pèr-apartment Olympic Village as a travesty.."This should 
never have happened.

The Executive of the Students' Society wishes 
to outline its positjon^on the;current McCill 
Dai7i/ situation. We wanFtomàke it clear that 
the Executive has absolutely no intention of 
interfering with theeditorial content orpolicy 
of the Daily. As well, it is not our goal to 
cause the" Daily to cease publication for the 
balance of the year. That would not only be a 
great loss to the campus, but it would also be 
unfair to those who have worked so hard on 
the Daily this year. It is only due to the fact 
that by all projections the Daily will greatly 
exceed its budget for the year that the 
Executive is forced to become involved in the 
situation. 

As the Executive of the Students' 
Sociely>ivve;<have the task of ensuring the 
financial integrity of the Society as a wKqle^ 
Accordingly, the &(ecutive feels it woulâ'^Se 
acting in an irresponsible manner were it to 
recommend to the Students' Council that 
Council pass an unconditional supplemen- 
tary budget for the McCill Daily, given that 
the Daily is about to go over its annua! budget 
of some $60,000.00. 

The financial picture speaks for itself. 
The McCill Daily was given a budget which 
showed a deficit subsidy of $60,000.00 for the 
77/78 fiscal year. The Daily has, as of 
November, already recorded a deficit of 
$40,000.00. Given their rate of expenditure 
and assuming maximum amount of "belt- 
tightening" this semester, the Daily will reach 
the end of their$60,000.00 subsidy, by the end 
of February. If the Daily were to continue to 
publish, the projected annual deficit esti- 
mated by the Students' Society Comptroller 
would be in the order of $74,500.00. This 
$14,500.00 increase would presumably have 
to come from somewhere in the tight overall 
Students' Society budget. A little budgetary 
history is in order to enlighten the reader. 
This year's $60,000.00 subsidy to the Daily is 
a $10,000.00 increase over last year's subsidy 
of 550,000.00. The Daily is in the budgetary 
category of the large functional groups such 
as Radio McCill, Players', Film Society, etc. 
whose total budget is in the order of 
$105,000.00. That means that already, out of 
all of these groups, the Daily receives well 
over half of the total group budget. An 
increase of $14,500.00 in their present budget 
vypuld represent an increase to approximately 
^ll^Jb of the total group budget and would 
~ " mean a 33% reduction in the budget of all of 
the other clubs If the overall budget were to 
remain on target. 

In addition, a few factual errors were 
included in the Daily's account of the 
situation. For example, the increase in 
advertising rates to student groups cannot 
possibly be solely motivated by financial 
reasons. The student groups that are funded 
by the Students' Society have a fixed ambunt 
of money in their budgets for advertising. To 
increase the cost of advertising would simply 
shrink the amount of advertising possible for 
those groups from their fixed budgets. For 
those student groups with autonomous 
funding, raising the cost of advertising simply 
makes the Daily less conipetitive with its 
rivals such as the Pot and the Communique. 

Because the problems of the Daily are 
strictly financial, the solutions to its problems 
will necessarily be financial as well. 

The abovo Is an odvorllscmcnt paid (or by 



The Executive Committee of the Stu- 
dents' Society, the publisher of the Daily, has 
a great deal of concern and sympathy for the 
financial troubles of the Daily. The Executive 
Committee is always willing, to offer 
assistance, financial and otherwise, to the 
Daily in an attempt to alleviate its presently 
dire circumstances. For the Executive 
Committee to place the financial position of 
the Students' Society and its groups in 
jeopardy in order to meet the extensive debts 
of the Daily would be irresponsible. The 
Dfli7y hasgot to see itself as part of the greater 
student community and realize that any 
additional budget for the Daily must reflect a 
similar concern for the McGill student 
community. ; 

Jji^order . to avoid the unfortunate 



possibility of the Daily's demise, the 
Executive Committee is willing to discuss 
some basic financial^assistance to the Daily 
: under the proviso^lhat a member of the 
Students' Society full-time staff, the Comp- 
troller, be given a degree of authority over the 
remainder of this year's format for the Daily. 
This doesn't imply an invasion of editorial 
freedom. It'does imply a degree of control 
over the financial management of the paper 
such as pages of print versus pages of ads. 

It is unfortunate that the Daily considers " 
this to be an infringement' on their editorial 
freedom. The Executive Cçmmittee shares 
their concern for'the safeguarding of 
editorial freedom. The Executive Committee, 
however, hàsa responsibility not only to the 
Daily but to all student groups. The solution 
to the Daily's financial predicament requires 
good faith on both sides and a common will to 
. serve McGill students in as responsible a 
manner as possible. With such a common will 
it will be possible for the Daily to weather its ' 
last two months of publication without fear 
of editorial tampering. 

This entire^ situation only serves to 
highlight the delicate relations, between a 
rewspaper and one of the objects of its 
criticism. The Executive Committee hopes 
that a new and more durable structure will 
emerge out of ihiscrisis; The Dai/y s concerns ' 
for its autonomy will be an integral element of 
this new structure. 

While the channels for communication 
remain open, the important thing to realize is 
that the problems of the Daily aire financial • 
and not political. 

We can only hope that the Daily will see 
itself as a responsible member of the student 
community and riecbgnize that th&unfortun- 
ate situation that It has brought upon itself 
will require strong temporary measures if the 
financial solvency of the entire student 
community is not to be threatened. These 
temporary measures might well appear 
unpalatable -to the members of the Daily. 
However, in times of financial crisis strong 
measures are often necessary. The Executive 
Committee believes the steps it proposes will . 
resolve the financial problems" of the Daily 
and allow the Daily and the Executive 
Committee to devote their energies to a more 
' important matter, the welfare of the student 
community. ' . ' ^

There's not too much that can be said to Anglo-Quebecers who 
still think the PQ Is the FLQ and that Lévesque is a new breed of 
Hitler, it is difficult to appeal to an audience subjected to a media 
which chases after petty bureaucratic oversights to slash them on 
front pages while overlooking any of the positive aspects. 

For instance, Québec has successfully secured a position as a 
borrower of capital on the Eurodollar markets of Switzerland, 
Germany, and France while still being abieJo>ecure loans In New 
York. When Québec was able to obtiain massive loans frorh Switzer- 
land for Hydro-Québec and assurance from France that It would aid 
in the -development of minerais in the James Bay area, the 
Anglophone press was harping on the French government's grant 
of a medal to the Premier as unconstitutional without Ottawa's 
permission. , ' . 

With a party which Is as broadly based as the PQ, there are bound 
to be some "progressive" éléments contained within. 

Howevjg'^^qulste elements too progressive for Anglophone 
Qiiébec such as' Morin, Burns, Parlzeau and Laurln, are In what 
are appropriately called "des ministres de Casse-Cou" or ministries 
where the life and standing of a politician in a party is short and 
their demise Is easily foreseen. 

Lévesque is In the unenviable position of keeping the old party 
hacks In position but he's also placed, moderates such as 
Marc-André Bédard, Bernard Landry and Guy Joron in the more 
influèntlal portfolios of Justice, Economic Dévelopment and 
Energy. Their work may be overshadowed but their role as 
right-arms of Lévesque is continually growing.

Greene said 
that a conflict between the US- 
and the USSR was deemed 
"inevitable" by Chinese offl- 
: clals during his last visit. 

Greene described the period 
preceding the arrest of the 
"Gang of Four" as "worse than 
the McCarthy era In the US". He 
said that upon his return' from 
Tibet, he felt "something was 
amiss" In Peking. .People were 
losing their jobs, and for the 
first time Greene sensed fear 
among the people of Peking. 
Greene explained that -the 
"Gang's" rise to power was 
possible due to their control of 
the media. . 

However, during his last trip, 
Greene said It was "Just like 
old times", and that he sensed 



an "enormous sensef of ^opti- 
mism" among, people.' Greene 
said that one stage of the 
Chinese revolution is over and 
that the basic needs of people 
are being met and an industrial 
base is being laid. Greene also 
showed that China was now a 
net exporter of food, no longer 
"moving along from harvest to 
harvest." Greene also des- 
cribed purges in China as a 
"Chinese drama". "The good 
are 100% good, the Evil are 
100% evil." Greene laid the 
blame for this on those who 
have been trying to interpret 
China for the outside world. So 
many slanders appear on China 
that some people tend to give 
too Idealistic a picture in order 
"to balance things out." Greene 
also blamed the Chinese lead- 
ership for not "letting us in 
enough on the struggles going 
on and on this in-out business'.'
